Guest speaker

At the March meeting we all had the wonderful opportunity to hear from 
Mike Morey, Bill Glowdoski and others in the audience. They were sharing 
with everyone their vast amount of knowledge and experience in the 
different types, techniques and tools used in the great hohhy of metal de¬ 
tecting. 



In the area of different types of metal detectors they introduced us to the Minelab, Whites, 
Bounty Hunter and Teknetics and their types of technologies such as Very low frequencies 
(VLF), Pulse induction (PI) and Beat-frequency oscillation (BFO). They also included types and 
sizes of search coils to be used in different applications. These are dependent upon soil type 
and amount of interference from mineralization or areas of higher ferrous trash content. 


It was strongly emphasized the importance of learning your machine, which ever brand you 
may have, that comes from the continual practice of working the machine low and slow to the 
ground surface. 


Some of the equipment or accessories shared were a good pair of leather gloves, good quality 
head phones, a tool belt for your pick and shovel, pin pointer and storage of those old coins.
